BREADS WITH CORN MEAL, 


As cold weather approaches, it is 
desirable to use poire breads made 
from corn meal, rye and graham flour. 
The following are all good recipes: 
Indian Bread—One pint sweet milk, 
two tJibleBDppns ivGlasses, a little aaVt, 
one 3 east cnke, aud . for every cup of 
wheat -flour put in two of Indian (corn) 
meal until as thick, as pound cake. 
Turn into well-greased tins and set In 
a werm placo to rise over .night. Then 
set in a slow oven to bake about 
three-fourths of an hour. - 
Brown Bread-:—One pint corn meal, 
pour over it one pint boiling watev, 
one teacup molasses, graham flour

Town to Be Equipped 


at Once. 


Wcrk was started this morning on 
the installation of the new mail boxes 
and fixtures with which this city is to 
be furnished. 
The new boxes are to 
be installed in all parts of the city, 
but for the present only the more cen- 
tral sections will be equipped with tne 
new outfits, of which there are twenty, 
one. Next spring every box in the 
city will be replaced, making a total 
of seventy-two of 
these 
improved 


The boxes are of a new type. In- 
stead of being fitted to the side, of a 
teleg-iaph or lamp post they rest on 
top of specially 
constructed 
posts 
three feet high. These pedestals are 
fastened to standards which are bur- 
ied in convrete to a depth of about 
two and a half feet, set into 
the 
ground. The new box with Its pedos- 
Sl presents a most attractive appear- 
ance, and will harmonize

It meant the closing of .factories, violence and 
the enforced idleness of millions of persons and the loss of millions of 
dollars. 
Neither side to the.struggle took into consideration the one 


hundred million people, who would have to. bear, the burden. 
Every 


business man in the country was trembling with fear. 
The President 


acted as the representative 
of all the people and the strike was 


prevented and the principle of 'an eight-hour day endorsed. 
Seventy- 


four Republican Congressmen voted for the bill and no word of protest 
came from the Republican candidate, although the law was under con- 
sideration for several days. • 


Mr. Wilson'showed great wisdom and courage-in-preventing this 


strike, which would have paralyzed the nation. 


The Commission which has been appointed to study the effect of 


this law will, I hope, report that with increased efficiency the railroads 
will not need higher rates. 
But in any case this action.is, I believe and 


hope, the first step towards the government ownership and operation 
of railroads. 


THE RURAL CREDITS LAW, under which the farmer is enabled 


to borrow long time loans on small payments, at low rates of interest; 
and it promises an annual saving of $150,000,000 to farmers who were 
formerly the hopeless victims of loan sharks. These rural credit banks are now 
being established by the Commission in various parts of the country. 


THE CHILD LABOR LAW, which prevents employment of young children 


in factories and stops the coining of dividends out of the lives of little children. 
There is no factory and no Institution that can possibly give any care equal to a 
mother's care. 


A WISE WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION LAW, providing compensation to 


those injured nrline in the service of the government, which measure will lea.d 
to "safety first." 


THE 
LAW CREATING THE 
NON-PARTISAN TARIFF 
COMMISSION. 


•which will go into effect very soon, and which has taken the tariff out of politics 
and placed it in the hands of a commission of different parties, so that tariffs 
can be altered as conditions change. 


THE GOOD ROADS LAW, which provides $75,000,000 for improving high- 


ways throughout the United States under adequate safeguards, which will facili- 
tate transportation. This will help the country feed the city. 


The farmer will be greatly benefitted by not being compelled to waste his 


nnergles on bad roads. 
Fruits and vegetables today are rotting on the farms 


from lack of good roads. 


THE INCOME TAX LAW AND THE INHERITANCE TAX LAW. which re- 


adjust the burdens of taxation, compelling the wealthy to bear a fair snare oi 
the load which has hitherto rested all too heavily on the backs of the poor. 


THE AGRICULTURAL EXTENSION LAW, which provides an annual ap- 


. proprlation for the direct education of the farmer, in order that the farms ot tne 


land may be worked with greater efficiency and upon a sound and scienunc oasis. 
and produce larger crops for the benefit of all our people. 


THE ALASKAN RAILWAY LAW, which 'provided a railroad built and oper- 


ated by the government, and which has opened up the resources of that great 
territory in the interests of the PEOPLE, not for the benefit of the few. 


THE FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION LAW, which creates a non-partisan 


Board to arbitrate commercial disputes, to prevent unfair competition and to 
stand as a barrier between the consumer and extortion. 


THE GRAIN ANTI-GAMBLING LAW, which provides better grain stljra^ 


facilities, and enables the farmer to obtain certificates on which loans may De 
secured. 
He is thus enabled to borrow on the products of his labor— and It. not

The following letter from Keith and 
Albea is more interesting to me, for 
it was- back in '82 that these boys 
traveled- with the Adam Torepaugh 
show, and were my personal friends.

MANY DEFECTIVES 


AMONG CHILDREN 


OF THE BRITISH 


Reports 
Show 
That 
One-Sixth of 


School Children Are Mentally 


Defective or Diseased. 


London, Nov. 4.—The 
surprising 
revelation that at least one-sixth of 
England's six million school children, 
are "so physically or mentally de- 
fective or diseased as to be incapable 
of deriving reasonable benefit from 
the education which the state pro- 
vides" is made in a report just issued 
by the chief ipedical officer of the 
board of education 
The report has aroused great inter- 
est and has come as a shock to the 
public "generally. 
The Manchester 
Ouaidian says that the report "should 
awaken fears .as to the nation's future 
as -sharply as would news oE a disas- 
trous defeat to our arms." It makes 
the puint that the waste referred to 
is preventable and that while it is 
being lessened by better housing, bet- 
ter labor conditions and purer and 
cheaper food, together with ampler 
me'dicaJ facilities and sounder ideas 
in education and hygiene, that "the 
nation moves with incredible slow-] 
ness" 
i 
Sir George Newman, the chief med- 
ical olucer, at the conclusion of his 
repoit. indicated that 
a 
complete 
scheme is now practically ready that 
will enable the state to take entire 
charge of the child, mentally physi- 
cally rind morally, with a view to pre- 
venting in future a repetition of re- 
ports as disappointing as those just 
issued. The transformation is to be 
acconii.'lished through the aid of sev- 
eral agencies. The local education 
authorities, through their school com- 
mittees, doctors, nurses and thousands 
of voluntary workers, compose a co- 
operative system designed to save the 
child. The system is to extend from 
schools for mothers to the home and 
from welfare centers to Juvenile em- 
ployment. 
In his report Sir George 
Newman says: 
"Eight years' work has brought 10 
light a large mass of physical defect 
and disease, varied in character and 
widespread; most of it preventable. 
In regard to the data thus provided 
we can form two general conclusions. 
First, not less than a. quarter o: a 
million children are seriously crippled, 
invalided, or disabled; not less than 


a million school children are BO physi- 
cally or mentally defective or diHeased 
as to be unable to derive reasonable 
benelit from the education that the 
state provides. If this figure be con- 
sidered merely from, a financial, point 
of view and quite apart from the 
dises.be. suffering and premature death 
entailed, it will be seen that the state 
is not getting adequate returns, on 
physical grounds alone, for a substan- 
tial part of its expenditure on ele 
mentary education. 
"Consideration 
of. the 
situation 
seems to indicate that the physical 
welfare, and in part the .education, of 
the child of school age is dependent 
upon ante-school conditions; and ae- 
penceiit also upon post-school condi- 
tions. In other words, if we are de- 
termined to rear a healthy and virile 
race of high capacity, we must, from 
a physical standpoint, begin 
earlier 
and continue later than the hitherto 
period of education. ' What is needed,, 
indeed, is'an effective supervision and 
a sound and practical training of tni; 
bodv from the end of infancy to-ado- 
lescence. It is said sometimes that 
in the interest of economy, that the 
state cannot affqrd such a complete 
scheme-. My snbiuission is that In the 
interest of economy, the state cannot 
afford to neglect a complete scheme.'
